1) The rejection under 35 USC 112, second paragraph, as set forth in paragraph 3)a)oi the 
October 14, 2005 Office action is maintained for the reasons of record. Applicants' statement regarding 
this rejection has been noted. As pointed out by applicants the structure of the term "E" defined as 
"carbonyl" is -C(=0)-; however, the structure of the term "sulfonyl" is -S0 2 - rather than -C(=S)- {a 
thiocarbonyl group}. In any event, W E" defined as either "carbonyl" or "sulfonyl" is not a terminal group 
as stated by applicants; this can be seen by the two open valence bonds on both groups, one valence 
bond being attached to a carbon ring of a phenyl moiety, but the other bond being unattached to any 
moiety. {It is further noted that although there is no formal rejection of record, this problem exists as 
well for the definitions of "K" as "carbonyl" and "sulfonyl" wherein "K" is similarly attached to a phenyl
